Discussed prior art in view of the submitted reference et al. Mapping the prion protein 
using recombinant antibodies. Journal of Virology (1998) Vol. 72, No. 1 1 pages 9413-9418, The 
reference indicates that that 2 of the 6 antibodies disclosed in the Prusiner et al. Pat. No. 
5,846,533 as being part of their invention (see column 38, lines 20-21) do not immunoprecipitate 
PrP 27-30 and only precipitate denatured PrP 27-30. 

Applicants will need to provide evidence preferably from a non-interested third party 
indicating that: 

(1) Following the procedure set out in the Prusiner et al. patent one would not believe it would be 
likely that one could make antibodies that only react with the disease specific form of the prion 
protein without the use of proteinase K and that the antibodies do not cross react with the normal 
cellular prion protein. The point to be made is that the process of Prusiner et al. cannot prpduce 
an antibody that infringes the instant application. 

(2) Using the 2 step process which includes a protease digestion step to detect the disease 
specific form of the prion protein implies that the antibody failed to discriminate the infectious 
form from the cellular form. 

(3) The party will also need to establish that they are knowledgeable in the technology before 
and after Prusiner patent. 

The proposed claim amendment set A would be allowable.
